Noted M istionary Here 

Dr. E. J. Betow. missionary 
on furlough from Sienyu, China, 
was the guest of the Women's 
Foreign Missionary Society of 
theMTE. Church at this place 
March 26th'and 27th. Dr. Betow 
has spent twelve years in China 
as medical missionary. She open- 
ed the Margaret Eliza Nash Me- 
morial Hospital at Sienyu in 1905 
and since the death of her co- 
worker, (Dr. Draper) has been 
obliged to work alone a.s she is 
the only foreign doctor in her dis- 
trict which contains ToO.ood in- 
hadbitants. She trains all her 
own nur.ses. dispen.ses medicines, 
goes out into the country when 
called, cures for the sick in the 
hospital, and performs all the 
operations, many of which are 
exceedingly difficult, with only 
the aid of her Chinese nurses. 
During her slay here, slie spoke 
several time telling of ber work 
and the people whom die serves. 
In her province there are no tele- 
phones nor telegraph wires, not 
a mile of railroad and not even a 
road of any kind. Their modes 
of travel are on foot and by sedan 
chahr, the chair being carried by 
Chinese "oodlies," about thirty 
miles constitutes a days journey. 

Foot binding, she asserts, is 
still almost universally practised 
in the province where sh»' lives. 
Dr. Betow is supported by the 
Kentucky Conference of the M. 
E. Church, she has been in 
America since August 191ti an 1 !
